The last week of June and the first 
few days of July were prolific in im- 
portant changes in the political life 
of Canada, and in some _ respects 
these were but indicative of the un- 
settled state of, politics generally 
throughout this and other . countries. 
Union Government, which was 
brought into being through the efforts 
of Sir Robert Borden as a war ad- 
ministration late in 1917, having ‘ul- 
filled its destiny, has passed away; 
Sir Robert Borden has laid down the 
responsibilities of the premiership, 
and these have been placed on the 
younger shoulders of Hon. Arthur 
Meighen, who is not only the young- 
est premier Canada ever had, but al- 
so the first man from west of the 
Great Lakes to achieve that high of- 
fice, His Government will be repre- 
sentative of the new political organi- 
zation which supercedes the Conserv- 
ative and Unionist parties in Federal 
politics and which has been named 
the National Liberal and Conserva- 
tive Party. In addition to Sir Robert 
Borden, Hom N.’ W. Rowell and 
Hon. Martin Burrell retire from the 
Government; consequently .the first 
test of the strength of the new ad- 
ministration with the public will 
come with the election of the new 
ministers fo be chosen. x 

A second change of moment was 
the resignation of Sir Lomer Gouin 
from the-premiership of Quebec, an 
office he has held ‘for the past fif- 
teen years, and a longer period than 
any of his. predecessors. Sir 
Lomer’s retirement does not. mean 
any marked change in the Quebec 
Government. He ig leaving political 
life to engage in the activities of bus- 
iness, commerce and finance, and is 
succeeded in the premiership of Que- 
bee by one of his former cabinet col- 
leagues, Mr. Taschereau. 


Even more significant of prevailing 
public opinion in Canada today was 
the result of the Manitoba Provin- 
cial elections created in 
the oldest of the prairie provinces a 
situation somewhat similar to that 
existing Ontario, Of the four 
largest groups in the next legislature, 
—Liberal, Farmer, Conservative and 
Labor,—o one commands a clear 
majority in the house. Followers of 
the Norris Government constitute 
the largest single group, with Labor 
second, Farmers third, and Conserva- 
tive fourth, with few Independents i 
addition. The Norris Govitaisua? 
will carry on with the support of 
certain of the Farmer and Indepen- 
dent members, while Labor © will 
probably constitute the official oppo- 
sition party,

The Manitoba elections were also 
noteworthy by reason of the fact that 
for the first time in Canada the sys- 
tem of Proportional Representation 
was applied in a Parliamentary elec- 
tion, the city’ of Winnipeg electing 
its ten representatives by that meth- 
od, All parties seem agreed that it

With ten mentbers 
to be elected out of a list of 41 can- 
didates nominated, and with 48,000 
ballots cast, the new system was giv- 
en the hardest test yet applied to it 
in any English-speaking country, and 
the successful’ outcome would seem 
to point to its early adoption through- 
out Canada.

As indicating that there has been 
little change in the war-time senti- 
ment of people on the question of 
New Brunswick referendum is of in- 
terest. Two, questions were submit- 
ted to} the electorate: (1) * Whetlter 
the pfohibition laws should be re 
tained, importation stopped, and a 
bone-dry condition created, or (2) 
whether the sale of wines and,beer 
should be permitted. By a vote of 
three to two the people declared 
against the sale of wines and liquor, 
and by a two-to-one vote emphatic- 
ally recorded their preference - for 
absolute prohibition of the traffic in 
intoxicants for beverage purposes. 


While the people of Canada have 
thus been engaged in their own politi- 
cal affairs, in the United States the Re- 
publican and Democratic parties have 
adopted their platforms for the pres- 
idential elections next November and 
named their candidates. A clear-cut 
issue on the Peace Treaty and 
League of Nations is now presented 
to the American people, and the 
voters will themselves decide the 
issue, the Republicans bitterly | con- 
demning the acts of President Wilson 
at the Peace conference, and the 
Democrats upholding the League of 
Nations as necessary for the future 
Preservation of the peace of the 
world, While not concerned in the 
essentially domestic policies of. the 
United States, Canadians will follow 
with keen interest the struggle for 
and against acceptante by the United 
States of a plate in the League of 
Nations and as a co-partner with the 
other civilized-peoples of the world 
in maintaining the \ highest inter- 
national ideals.

Provincial Paper Mills Will Spend a 
Million and a Half on 
Undertaking. . 
Port. Arthur will be.the” scene of 
important developments in paper 
manufacture when the plans are com- 
pleted of the Provincial Paper Mills, 
Limited, Toronto, who have just 
been incorporated. About $1,500,000 
is estimatedt6 be the amount to be 
spent in Port Arthur. The plant, 
which occupies 140 acres in the city 
of Port Arthur, has turned out about 
$2,000,000 of sulphite, which has. been 
sold in the United States, chiefly in 
Wisconsin and Minnesota. It is now 
intended to complete the product in- 
to paper on this side, with a mill to 
turn out forty tons a day. With the 
expenditure of $500,000 on the mill, 
absorbed by the new company, these 
productions will be increased.

Additional Grant of $200,000 Made to 
Saskatchewan Briquetting 
Plant. 


To mect the increased cost of epn- 
struction of the lignite briquetting 
plant an additional appropriation of 
$200,000 has been made. This makes 
the total vote for’ the plant $600,000. 
Of the additional vote, $100,000 is 
being provided by the federal gov- 
ernment, the governments of Saskat- 
chewan and Manitoba dividing the 


other $100,000° between them. This is 


the same ratio as the original vote. 

The lignite wutilization board has 
found it impossible to complete the 
project on the original grant of $400,- 
000. A recent estimate shows the to- 
tal-cost will be about $600,000, exclu- 
sive of housing, In order to compare 
these prices with the original esti- 
mate of $400,000, the board made a 
careful enquiry into the price of the 
present contemplated plant had it 
been erected in 1917, the “date at 
which ‘the original research’ council 
report was prepared. The result was 
a total estimate of $390,000, which 
shows that the present designs are 
no more tlaborate than. were con- 
templated originally, 

The Hon, Arthur Meighen agreed 
that the federal government would 
contribute another $100,000 on con- 
ditfon that Manitoba and Saskatche- 
wan_would each contribute a further 
$50,000. The question has been taken 
up by Mr, Meighen with the two 
provincial governments and so far as 
Saskatchewan is concerned, the addi- 
tional appropriation will be met.

The Value of Trees 


Purifies Great Amount of Air 
It has been calculated that a single 
tree is able through its leaves to pur- 


ify the air from the carbonic acid 
arising from the respiration of a con- 
siderable number of men, perhaps a 
dozen, or even more. The volume of 
carbonic acid exhaled by’ a human be- 
ing in the courde of twenty-four hours 
is put at about 100 gallons, but 
scientists estimate that a single 
Square yard of leaf surface, counting 
both the upper and the under sides 
of the leaves, can, under favorable 
circumstances, decompose at least a 
gallon of carbonic acid in a day. One 
| hundred square yards of leaf surface 
then would suffice to keep the air 
pure for one man, but the leaves of 
a tree of moderate size present a 
surface of many hundred square 
yards, All other forms of vegetable 
life act similafly in abstracting the 
noxious carbonic acid from the at- 
mosphere.

EXPERT ISSUES A WARNING 


Present Methods of “Mining” Soil 
Will Soon Lead West to — 
Disaster. 


Winnipeg. — Warning against the 


“mining” of Canadian prairie lands | 


by “get-rich-quick” settlers who take 


abundant crops for a few years 


without refertilization of the ground, 
was sounded at the. 8onference here 
of the commission on conservation 
of soil. 

“The fate of this nation depends 
chiefly on the fertility of its soil,” 
declared Prof. Hanson, “and ou 
soils are rapidly losing their basic 
strength in organic matter and nit- 
togen. We must seck immediately 
to correct this. . 

“One of the problems which con- 
fronts us is drifting lands, due to 
lack of soil fibre. Land drifting iy 
causing as much loss in some dis- 
tricts in the west as rust and in- 
sects,” SS 

He outlined the results of the pre- 
liminary eperiments and tests being 
made in Manitoba t@ determine pro- 
per methods to revent drifting. 
“While this work was far from com- 


done,” Prof. Hanson said, “led him 
to believe that the bromo grass..was 
the casiest method of returning the 
fibre to the soil. 

“Farming under irrigation ‘has 
been practiced in all parts of Can- 
ada and thé United States profitably 
and should be encouraged,” he said. 

“Carelessness in cultural methods 
was asserted to be undoubtedly the 
greatest existing curse to agriculture 
said Dr, J. H. Grisdale, 
deputy minister of agriculture, 

In his analysis of .conditions of 
the Canadian prairies, Dr. Grisdale 
stated the causes for the gradually 
decreasing yield in bushels per acre 
-from the cereal crops would appear 
to be: Prevalence of weeds, lack of 
fibre in soil, poor moisture conser- 
vation and poor cultural methods 
employed by the farmerg, 

Among the ssmnediontie 
were the introduction of certain 
hoed or cultivated crops in some 
parts and quick maturing crops in 
other districts, together with better 
cultural methods to aid in weed con- 
trol.

been jshipped to the west during the 
past few months. For some. time 
past a Chinese restaurant keeper at 
Papineauville has been in the habit 
of consigning one, two or three'cascs 
of eggs at a time to a fellow celes- 
tial at Calgary. There had been no 
suspicion attached to the shipments 
until one day last week when one of 
the cases of eggs forming part of a 
shipment, was found to be leaking. 
The express company officials re- 
ported the broken case and when ex- 
amined the case was found to con- 
tain opium. . 

In the meantime, the “consignor 
apparently got wind that the jig was 
up for he has disappeared. The in- 
vestigation is going on and the con- 
signee is also being sought.

Want Board Reappointed 


Canadian Council of Agriculture 
Decides to Take No Further Ac- 
tion In Political Organization. 

Winnipeg. — The Canadian coun- 
cil of agriculture’ concluded the busi- 
ness of its annual meeting by decid- 
ing ,after long discussion, to take no 
further action towards political or- 
ganization than that. provided for 
last’ January by which. organization 
is to be carried out off a provincial 
plan. 

The principal subject: discussed 
was whether there should be a cen- 
tral co-ordinating committee to take 
charge of a political platform. 

A formal resolution was passed 
requesting the federal government

Canadian Wheat Board Demands 
Return From all Licensees. 

Winnipeg. — A new regulation, 
No. 143, of the Canadian wheat 
board, orders that all licensees 
the board other than milling licenses 
must file with the boatd sworn state- 
ments of théir stocks of wheat by 
midnight July 31, 

The regulation also provides that 
licensees must make delivery to the 
board of all wheat purchased by 
them as licensees of the board on or 
before August 15, in store at public 
termnial elevators located at Fort 
William or Port Arthur, and on 
production of the proper documents 
of title, the board will pay, or cause 
to be paid, the cash payment fixed 
by other regulations of the board.

SASKATCHEWAN

COAL EXPORT 
FROM CANADA 


STATES WILL BE EXCEPTED 


Conservation of Fuel Supply In 
View of the Almost Certain 
Shortage Next Winter. * 


Ottawa, — It is understood that 
as the first step towards conserva- 
tion of the fuel supply, in view of 
an almost certain shortage n@xt win- 
ter, the railway board will, in the 
near future, issue an order prohibit- 
ing the export of Canadian coal, ex- 
cepting to the United States and 
Newfoundland. # 

It is also understood that the or- 
der will prohibit the bunkering of 
ocean going vessels-at Montreal with 
American coal, This practice, it is 
stated, has resulted in the serious 
depletion of stocks of American coal 
brought to Canada. After the ‘issu- 
ance of the order, it will be neces- 
sary for vessels to bunker with coal 
which is the product of Canadian 
mines. 

At a conference of the members of 
the railway. board, the coal situation 
was given preliminary consideration 
and it is anticipated that measures 
other than these will be evoked to 
conserve the fuel supply. Seen after, 
the conference, Chairman Carvel” 
said he had nothing further to an- 
nounce at present.

Canada is only Part of British Em- 
pire Having Helium 

By the award of a grant of $5,000 
to assist Professor J. C. McLennan 
in his investigation of the properties 
of helium to determine its uses for 
lamps of various kinds, amplifying 
valves, high resistances, etc., the hon- 


-orary advisory council for scientific 


and industrial research hopes to see 
accomplished a method of conserving 
helium, which at the present is being 
wasted in Canada at the rate of 
1,000,000 cubic feet per month. Its 
value is estimated at not less than 10 
cerits per cubic foot. Most of the 
wastage at present taking place is in 
the gas field of the Bow river district, 
near Calgary. In Calgary it is esti- 
mated that 12,000,000 cubic feet of he- 
lium is being lost yearly. 

Canada is the only part of the Brit- 
ish empire having helium resources 
and because of its peculiar lightness 
and other properties the gas has been 
highly regarded and has been in 
great demand for the inflation of 
lighter-than-air craft. Now it is hoped 
to find other uses for it also. 

The investigation now under way 
will involve also the liquefaction of 
the gas. It is understood that a large 
grant from the research appropriation 
of the University of Toronto is also 
to be available for extension of this 
work. 

In Canada the gas is found chiefly 
in the Bow river gas fields, and the 
right to extract helium from the nat- 
ural gas is held by the crown, ’ The 
gas at Bow river contains 3 per cent.

Daily Bag Limits are Imposed in 
all the Provinces * 

Important changes are involved in 
new regulations under the Migratory 
Birds Convention act, Daily bag 
limits are imposed in all provinces 
and there are new restrictions with 
regard to protection of the birds im- 
posed throughout Canada. 

In Manitoba the open season for 
ducks is September 1 to December 14, 
both inclusive, and the bag limit is 20 
ducks on any one day to October 1, 
and 40 thereafter in the aggregate of 
all kinds. Ten geese are allowed per 
day, 15 brant and 25 aggregate of 
tails, coots and galinules. Plovers 
and. yellow-legs are limited to 15; 
snipes, 25; woodocck, 10;. doves, 25. 
The season’s duck limit is 250, 

Saskatchewan—Limits are 50 ducks, 
geese of brant, with the smaller 
birds ‘the same as Manitoba. The 
season’s limit is 250 birds, including 
ducks, -geese or brant. 

Alberta sportsmen may take 30 
ducks daily, 15 geese, 15 brant. The 
season’s duck limit is 200. 

British Columbia's limit is 20 duck 
per day, 10 geese and 15 brant, The 
duck limit is 250 and geese 50, 

The following shooting restrictions 
are imposed throughout all Canada: 

No person shall kill, or attempt to 
kill any migratory game birds dur- 
ing the open ‘season, except with a 
gun not larger than No. 10 gauge. 

No person shall: kill, or attempt to 
kill any migratory game birds by the 
use of any automatic gun or battery, 
or by the usé of an aeroplane, power _ 
boat, sail boat, or sunken boat. — 

No person shall kill or attempt to 
kill any migratory bird between the 
hours of sunset and sunrise, 

No person ehall kill or attempt to 
kill from any motor vehicle or horse- 
drawn vehicle any migratory game 
bird. 

There is practically no change in 
the regulations for scientific permits, 
but important new regulations are 
passed regarding the propagation of 
migratory birds, for the purpose of 
keeping tab upon and controlling the 
propagation of migratory birds in 
captivity, whether to be used for 
food, ornamental or zoological pur- 
poses, etc.
